There is no news today from 
Arta. but it is understood that the 
Greek forces which have been operat- 
ing in Epirus against the Turks are 
retreating.

Some Changes Made in the Person.«

A COALITION CABINET. 

ATHENS, April 30.—During the last 
twenty-four hours the Turks have been 
almost forgotten. Nothing has been 
thought of but the Cabinet crisis. M. 
Delyannis has countersigned the decree 
dismissing ministry. The new Cab- 
inet is composed of members of M. 
Ralli’s party and of the followers of the 
late M. Tricoupis, the latter holding the 
most important portfolios—War, For- 
eign Affairs, Finance and the Interior. 
| RALLI RALLYING 

ATHENS, April 30.—The correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press had an in- 
terview with M. Ralli today. M. Ralli 
said: “The new Cabinet has not yet 
had time to frame a programme. The 
reports from the front lacked clearness 
and I decided that it would be wise to 
send two Cabinet Ministers to Pharsala 
in order to encourage the army, which 
is fighting valiantly, and to investigate 
the condition of affairs.” 

M. ‘Ralli added that he was not aware 
of any act or proposa’ the pait of 


the powers looking to intervention. He | 


said Gen. Smolenski had’ telegraphed 
him that he repelled a desperate attack 
by the Turks, whose logs was very 
great, and that the morale of the Greek 
troops was unimpaired. 

ROYALTY HISSED. 

LONDON, April 30:—The Standard’s 
correspondent at Athens says: 

“Last evening, as the Crown Princess 
Sophia was returning from a visit to 
the ambulance hospital, she was hissed 
and jeered by the crowd, which forced 
her. to return to the hospital. The 
royal carriage was then summoned, 
and the Princess drove to the palace at 


the top of the speed of hér horses” 


The royal arms have been stripped 
from the carriages in order that the 
ogeupants may drive about” unrecog- 
nized, and thus avoid similar. expe- 
riences. 
“As another’ indication of popular 
feeling I may point out that many of 
the tradesmen who were wont to dis- 
play the royal *escutcheons in front 
of their shops have removed them. 
“While a priest was offering prayers 
for King George and the royal fam- 
ily in one of the prominent churches 
today (Friday) he was interrupted by 
protests from the congregation.

fled from the interior.” 
GERMANY AND ROYALTY. , 
VIENNA, April 30.—The Tageblatt 
says the warship Kaiser Auguste of 
the German fleet has been dispatched 
to Pharerum, in order to protect the 
members of the Greek royal family in. 
cage of extreme danger. 
WHAT GREECE WILL DO. 
ATHENS, April 30.—The correspond- 
entof the Associated Press had an in- 
terview today with the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, M. Skouloudis. The 
Minister said: “If Greek honor ¢an be 
retrieved by continuing the struggle, 
the government will prosecute the cam- 
paign with unabated energy. If the 
condition of the army. on the other 
hand, would render further fighting in- 
advisable, the Cabinet will undoubt- 
edly refuse to bring fresh disasters 
upon the country by persisting in a 
foolhardy war. The new Cabinet, like 
that of M. Delyannis, is prepared to 
demand a rectification of the frontier, 
in accordance with the terms of the 
treaty of Berlin and to recall Col. Vas- 
sos from Crete the moment the powers 
have guaranteed autonomy after. the 
departure of the Turks.” ; 
DECLARATION OF POLICY. 
ATHENS, April 30.—The Legislatiye 
Assembly will probably meet tomorrow 
to hear a declaration of polgcy from the 
new Cabinet. Meanwhile, the new 
Minister of War is actively supervising 
the reservists with the view of dis- 
patching forces to Thessaly and Epirus. 
M. Delyannis has made a statement. to 
the effect that he did not faVor a war 
with Turkey, but was afraid to oppose 
the national will. He says he was com- 
pelled to espouse a war policy in order 
to save the dynasty. Before retiring 
from power he was anxious to apply 
for intervention, but King George ob- 
jected. 
WHAT TURKEY WANTS. 
NEW YORK; May 1.—A ' special to 
the World from Washington says: 
“The terms of peace which Turkey 
has offered Greece have reached the 
Washington legation. .They are as 
follows: The restcration of the boun- 
dary fixed by-the treaty of 1831, which 
gave to Turkey all of Thessaly, includ- 
ing its extensive seacoast; the evacua- 
tion by Greece of Prevesa and other 
points in the province of Epirus; the 
withdrawal of the Greek troops from 
Crefe and the acceptance of the plan of 
autonomy offered the island by the 
Porte and the payment of a war’ in- 
demnity large enough to cover the’ ex- 


perise of the mobilizing of the Turkish 
troops.” 


TEMPER OF THE GREEKS.

Ready for Regicides—Tears for 


the Thesesalian Rout. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 


NEW YORK, April 30.—A copyrighted 


dispatch to the Journal dated Athens 
says: 

“The popular feeling that the people 
have been betrayed by their leaders in 
the now-famous stampede from Mati is 
for the time quieted. An incident 
showing the temper of the Greek peo- 
ple happened during the demonstra- 
tion gotten up by Gennadius, who made 
a speech in which he called the King 
a traitor and demanded that the royal 
family be driven from the country. 
Then, at the head of a numePous rabble, 
he marched to the palace, which was 
entirely guarded. Alone he entered, on 
violence bent, and demanded to see the 
King . 

“‘*His Majesty does not receive to- 
day,” said the doorkeeper. 

“‘T am sorry,’ replied Gennadius. 
Coming out he informed the rabble that 
His Majesty did not receive him. He 
entered a carriage and drove away in 
triumph followed by a crowd. 

“Greeks burst into tears when the 
Thessalian rout is mentioned. The 


Crown Prince’s successor, Gen, Smolen- 


ski, was elected in the following way 
at Parsala: He had one competitor, 
Gen. Mavromichaelis, his personal en- 
emy, who, pistol in hand, kept his di- 


vision from stampeding, shooting down 


five of his men. Mavromichaelis was 
about to be elected when he arose and 
said: ‘Gentlemen, my comrade, Gen. 
Smolenski, is better versed in military 


science than I, and I retire in his favor.’ 


The people are anxious to try issues 


again under these two patriotic lead- 


ers, and another great battle is prob- 
able.

GONE TO THE WAR, 


Shopkeepers Abandon Rasiness and 


Hotel Callboys Quit Work. 

[BY ASSOCIATED WIRE.} 
NEW YORK, April 30.—A copy- 
righted dispatch to the Journal dated 


Athens, says: 


“I was with the Greek army in its 
campaign toward Janina, the princi- 
pal town of Epirus, the southwestern 
province of Turkey, when I heard the 
_ rumor or hard fighting in Thes- 
saly. 

The journey from Arta overland to 
Thessaly required a longer time than 
it does to go by way of Athens, and 
so I have been fortunate enough to 
arrive in the capital in time to wit- 
ness ‘another. popular outburst of the 
Athenians. Crowds are in the streets, 
in the square before the King's pl 
ace and in every place of public con- 
gregation. Pfactically every man in 
Athens is arming to £0 and fight the 
Turks. Every train into the city is 
loaded with other troops. Yesterday 
crowds broke into the gunshops and 
took the practicable weapons. It was 
unanimous throughout all classes. 
Today Greece is armed to fight for 
her life. 

Today I went to a shop and found 
no one there but a boy seated on a 
box. 

- “*Where is the proprietor?’ said I. 

* ‘He has gone to the war,’ said the 
bow 


—“This_man had taken no time to ar- 


range his affairs in careful detail. He 
might have gone out to buy a cigar 
in another shop. The shelves were 
stripped and the counters were bare. 

s“‘*The proprietor has nailed the lid 
of a great box in which are the things. 
I cannot sell you anything,’ the boy 
said hastily. ‘l-am going. to the 
front.’ 

“In my hotel here, which is usually 
very English and impressive, they are 
shy of waiters, porters and call-boys. 
These men have gone to the war. 
There is a battalion now preparing 
that uses the _ stable clothing of a 
squadron of cavalry already gone. In 
fact, this is not a king’s war, nor a 
parliament’s war, but a people’s war. 

“It is absurd to say that the Creeks 
undertook this contest ause they 
believed they would take Constanti- 
nople in a fortnight. No nation ever 
had a truer sense of the odds. The 
concert of Europe had calmly informed 
them of possible consequences; there 
had been a general movement to im- 
press Greece with her danger, but the 
Greeks said: ‘Well, we must fight 
anyhow.” 

“There will be a great deal happen 
before these people of the mountains 
care to pause.” ' 

PANIC AT VOLO. 


ROME, April 30.—Dispatches from 


Volo, by way, of Athens, say that a ter- 


rible panic prevails at Volo and if the 
place falls into the hands of the Turks, 
the situation of the Greek army wil! be 
desperate. 
DOESN'T WANT MUCH. 

PARIS, April 30.—The Temps urges 
the new Greek Cabinet to lose no time 
in recalling Col. Vassos from Crete, 
and so give Europe what she has been 
demanding in vain for so long. This, 
the Temps adds, is the best way to 


| prepare for the intervention of Europe, | 


and not give Turkey time to form dan- 
gerous ideas as to the rearrangement 
of frontiers. The Temps also demands 
an immediate armistice. 

WHOLLY IMPRACTICABLE. 

LONDON, April 30.—It is semi-offi- 
cially stated that there is reason to be- 
lieve that European ‘intervention be- 
tween Turkey and Greece in the pres- 
ent position of affgirs is regarded as 
wholly impracticable, both Greece and 
Turkey having resolved to continue the 
war. The powers are thus obliged to 
stand.aside until one of the combatants 
is finally defeated.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) April 30.—A 
special to the Times from Guthrie, 


Okla., says ve more bodies were re- 
coveled today from the debris left by 
Wednesday's cataclysm in West Guth- 
rie. The bodies of George Owens and 
Mrs. Charles Ruffins were found cn 
the west bank of ‘the river. The 
bodies of Henry Simmons and Mrs. 
Watson and child were found. under 
a pile of hay near the Cimarron. Mrs. 
Watson had her child closely clutched 
to her breast, in which position buth 
met death. 

Scores of organized searching par- 
ties are at work, but progress is siow 
since tons of debris must be dug over 
in the search. It is believed that the 
rushing waters of the Cimarron con- 
ceal many corpses. The Cimarron is 
two miles wide north. of the city, and 
when the tlood came the waters of 
the Cottonwotd joined it, The Cim- 
arron’s bottom contains quicksand, 
and it is one of the most treacherous 
streams in the country. It flows into 
the Arkansas in the east end of 
Pawnee, and it is likely that several 
bodies, if not buried in the sand, have 
been carried on to the Arkansas, 
which is also very high. ‘the bodies 
of the dead will Se buried tomorrew. 

The Cimarron River is literally 
jammed with wreckage, and the bod- 
ies of dead animals. The farmers ate 
fishing out and carrying off the wreck- 
age by carloads., The rear portion of 
the Heim brewing plant, containing 
$10,000 worth of machinery, caved into 
the Cottonwood River this morning. 


Over fifteen hundred homeless people 


are being cared for by the city. 
Division Superintendent Dolan of 
the Santa Fé increased his fcuree of 
track men to 500 today, and now has 
that number of men at. work on 2 
tracks south of Guthrie.

Treatment for Bunions, 


Now is the time of year when the 
woman who has a bunion or two will 
not be allowed to forget the melancholy 
fact, unless she takes a few precau- 
tins. It is no use to try to fight it out 
with a bunion. You may as well yield 
it its place in the beginning, or it will 
make you live to regret that you did 
not. Bunions are caused entirely by 
A large proportion 
of the shoes made press the toes all to- 
gether in a bunch toward the central 
point, instead of allowing them to lie 
straight. The result of the pressure is 
that there is a great strain about the 
joints, especially of the big toe, the 
bones being pushed out of their nor- 
mal position, the ligatures and mem- 
brane surrounding the joint are 
stretched and irritation is thereby set 
up. This often leads to effusion of 
the watery matter of the blood through 
the walls of the blood vessels into the 
membrane surrounding the joint. This 
effusion gives the appearance of an en- 
largement of the point, which in some 
cases is white externally, except on 
extra irritation, as that caused by a 
long walk, when the foot still further 
swells and the joint becomes very red 
and inflamed. 

In order to prevent bunions the first 
necessity is that .the boots should be 
very wide at the toe, allowing all the 


toes to lie stfaight in the natural posi- 
tion, as regards the other bones of the 
foot, and the heel should be low. It is 


quite possible to have a boot or shoe 
which is well shaped at the toes, but 
has so high a heél as to throw the foot 
forward in such a way as to bring pres- 
sure. upon the joints, thereby causing 
bunions. 

ye: most important at the ‘first sign 
of a bunion to begin treatment, or the 
membrane may become seriously dils- 
eased, and ‘life-long suffering result. 
When there is effusion into the joint it 
may often be reduced by painting it 
with tincture of iodine, and giving the 
foot rest in a loose slipper. If there is 


any inflammation, instead of using the 
tincture of iodine, an ointment consist- 


ing of seven parts of iodine mixed wit 
thirty parts of purified lard may be 
used. If-there is much inflammation 
a soothing poultice made of flaxseed or 
slippery elm may be applied, and even 
hot bread and milk poultice has a very 
soothing effect. 

The use of easy slippers when there 
is inflammation_is imperative, a very 


great mistake being often made by Cut=" 


ting a hole in an ordinary shoe just 


‘large enough to cover the inflamed area. 


If this is done the circulation is con- 
fined in the remainder of the foot, but 
free on the part exposed, and that part 
tends to become engorged with blood, 
and swells through the opening, the 
edges of which press in.an injurious 
manner on the diseased part. ° A piece 
of wash leather, with a hole in it large 
enough for the bunion, may be pu 
upon the bad place, and covered with 
oil silk. 

If a corn should be superposed on top 
of the bunion, this must be very care- 
fully pared off and the surface painted 
with sylphate-of copper. A little piece 
of the copper should be dipped in, water 
and rubbed upon the surface. As a 
protective lotion to paint over bunions 
which are not inflamed the following is

[New York Tribune, April 24:] A

eling expenses of Jesse R. Grant, son of 
the general, from his home in San 
Diego, Cal., to New York and return, 
and the money was promptly. tele- 
graphed to Mr. Grant. Another war- 
rant for $375 was drawn and paid yes- 
terday to defray the traveling expenses 
of Jese R. Grant’s family from the 
same place to this city and return to 
enable them also to be present at the 
dedication of the Grant monument next 
Tugsday. Both warrants were issued 
at the instance of the Grant Monument 
Committee on Dusbursements, and the 
sums respectively were’ taken from the 
fund of $50,000 appropriated by the 
Board of Estimate for the expenses of 
the dedication. They were made pay- 
able to E. F. Burnett, a transportation 
agent, of No. 261 Broadway, who trans- 
mitted the amounts to San Diego. 

Mayor Strong, when asked yesterday 
whether Mr. Grant, who has been re- 
puted to be one of the richest land- 
owners and citizens of Southern Cali- 
fornia, had applied for the money, as 
was reported, said that he did not think 
the matter ought to be the subject of 
adverse criticism. The children and 
grandchildren of the great general, he 
said, were among the city’s invited 
guests, and had received exactly the 
same consideration as the other invited 
guests of the city and nothing beyond 
this. It had been decided that the city 
should furnish the transportation to 
and from New York and pay the hotel

THE WESTERN WOOL-GROWERS. 


MAY NOT GET ALL THE PROTEC. 


TION THEY WANT. 


General Legislation to be Proceeded 
with When the Tariff Bill t« Out 
of the Way—The Harbor 
Situation, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—One of the 
most difficult questions to settle in 
the Tariff Bill is the clause keeping in 
force the treaty with Hawaii made in 
1875. The contest between those who 
favor this treaty and those who want 
to abrogated it is familiar to all Cali- 
fornians. At the present time many pe- 
titions are being received on both sides 
of the subject. It now appears prob- 
able that the treaty will be abrogated 
and a duty placed upon Hawalian sugar 
although not so high a duty is is 
charged against sugars coming from 
other countries. This is not finally 
agreed upon, but it is believed that 
the question will be settled by such a 
compromise. Senator Perkins has not 
taken a very decided stand in the 
premises, although it is understoood he 
would favor such a compromise, and if 
made it will be done withehis approval. 

The increase on class three, of wool, 
which is the class in which the grow- 
ers of wool in California are most in- 
terested, will not be as great as was 
hoped, and there will be some dis- 
satisfaction among western wool-grow- 
ers, but it will prove enough, it is 
claimed by the Finance Committee, to 
fully protect them and they will be 
pleased with thé working of the law. 
There will be a decreage in the first 
and ond class wools, neither of 
which are grown in this country, ex- 
cept in limited quantities. It is re- 
ported that there will be a compromise 
as to hides and a duty of a cent anda 
half a pound will be placed upon them. 
They have always been on the free list 
heretofore, 

The next week will be devoted to a 
very careful revision of the wool, lum- 
ber, and ore schedules, and thé bill, it 
is thought, will be ready to be reported 
to the Senate on May 3. There are 
rumors of combinations to defeat the 
tariff and that the silver men, contrary 
to their declared policy, intend to block 
it with a free silver rider. Some of 

these rumors gain widespread credence 
and there may be some truth in them, 
but Senator Jones of Arkansas, who 
leads the Democrats, and Senator Jones 
of Nevada, who leads the silver forces 
of the West, declare there is no truth in 
them, while Senator White says that 
the present Democratic ®policy is in- 
active and no opposition has been de- 
termined upon. Senator Jones was in- 
vited, some time ago, to’ meet with the 
Republicans, but never did so until yes- 
terday, and then he went solely on ac- 
count of the citrus-fruit industry. The 
stand taken by Senators Perkins, White 
and Jones and the telegrams and peti- 
tions have made Senator Allison change 
his mind as to the citrus-fruit matter. 
He was at first opposed to changing the 
rate from that provided in the Mc- 
Kinley law, 13 cents for one and one- 
quarter cubic feet; but he has been con- 
vinced of his mistake and today stated 
to B. F. Allen that he thought the 
Californians would be satisfied. He 
did not say, however, what rate had 
been fixed. 
| While there has been no definite an- 
nouncement to that effect it is under- 
stood that as soon as the Tariff Bill 
is out of the way in the Senate, and 
possibly as soon as it is reported to 
the Senate, Speaker Reed will appoint 
committees and proceed with general 
legislation. At least it is believed if 
terms can be made by which the 
tariff law can be pronounced safe from 
the House will proceed 
with the legislation that has been forced 
upon it by the Senate. 
of the Senate to compel Reed to ap- 
point committees was the sudden and 
unexpected defeat of the Bankruptcy 
Bill. passed by the House and the pas- 
sage of Senator Nelson’s amendment. 
It was done for the purpose of giv- 
ing the House some work in which the 
leaders were favorably interested. 

It is now fully well understood that 
within a very short time bids will be 
advertised for on the San Pedro Har- 
bor work. There is very little, tf any 
deubt that this will be the next step 
taken, and then Senator Frye _ will 
seek to have all bids rejected on the 

round that there are no funds avail- 
Eble, and thus delay the beginning of 
the ‘work long enough for him to try 
to have the appropriation repealed. 
That there will be a much longer delay 
than was’ expected, or than is at all 
necessary, admits of no question. But 
the law. and.the facts are with the 
San Pedro location, and a careful poll 
of the Senate shews that a very safe 
majority will vote against any attempt 
to make any change in the law. It is 
safe, but the delay is not very agree- 
able to those who expected work~to be 
started by this time. The Huntington 
people. are not doing anything or at- 
tempting anything in connection with 
the harbor matter, so far as can be 
learned, and aside from an announce- 
ment of an intention\to advertise for 
bids, and subsequently an advertise- 
ment for -bids, nothing is expected for 
at least two or three months to ema- 
nate from the War Department. 


It is an open secret that Secretary 
Sherman has found his work too hard 
for him.

near North Pomona. Rev. C. F. Loop, 
now of Pomona, then lived on his 
ranch near Claremont. He had over 
one hundred varieties of the apple in 
his orchard and ‘n his hot, sheltered 
position all of them were sunburned 
in leaves and fruit and had a dwarfed, 
stunted appearance except three varie- 
ties of Russian apples. which were per- 
fect in leaf, fruit and expression of 
tree. 

One of these. known as Polo, ‘was 
especially prized as it was perfect in 
tree, an annual bearer, and the fruit 
was large, red, shining a good keeper in 
winter and really high in quality. The 
writer was so much pleased with the 
fruit that he sent scions to Iowa, where 
it is now thriving and proving very 
valuable. Had it not been for this, 
this valuable variéty would have been 
lost, as the ranch was sold curing the 
boom, and Mr. Loop went to Europe in 
1893 to investigate the olive and its 
products and risés, and on his return 


found the orchard grubbed up. 
During our present visit we find 
around Pomona the Yellow Trans- 


parent, Longfield, Red Queen and Red 
Streaked, models of health and bear- 
ing. Of these the Red Streaked is most 
prized as it fills a gap in the late fall 
when its abundant crop of large, hand- 
some fruit brings good prices. 

At the experiment station near On- 
tario, on lower and sandier land, the 
Alexander and Arabskoe are 


tion of fruit. Of the Arabskoe Superin- 
tendent Mills says in a recent report. 
“Arabskoe 
apple of recent introduction, is large 
bright red, firm and should make a 
good shippér. It fills In the season 
when shipping fruit is not abundant 
in this part of the State. The tree is 
a g00d , bearer and moderately rank 
grower.” 

At the experiment station at Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., we also found the few 
Russian varieties in condition, 
while the west European vareties were 
unable to endure the summer heat and 
aridity of air. 

The only point I wish to impress is 
that the east European apples thrive 
here beside the sub-tropical fruits for 
the reason that their leaves can en- 
dure as much heat and humidity of 
air as the orange or lemon, and that 
the propagation of the varieties already 
well tested should be encouraged. In 
the meantime the experiment station at 
Berkeley introduced last spring from 
the grounds of the lowa experiment sta- 
tion a number of Russian varieties 
which will be tested at all the local 
stations. 


An Ideal Hedge Pliant. 


{Walter N. Pike, Florida, in the May- 
flower:] For either an ornamental or 
defensive hedge for all parts of the, 
country in and south of the latitude of 
Philadelphia—or wherever the mer- 
cury does not fall lower—notfiing can 
surpass the hardy Japanese orange, Cit- 
rus trifoliata. 

In points of beauty and defensive 
qualities it is unexcelled and leaves 
nothing to be desired. It differs from 
other oranges in having trifollate or 
clover-shaped leaves, larger and finer 
blooms than any other sort, and pro- 
duced over a much longer season, fre- 
quently blooming two and three ‘times 
during the summer. The fruit is 
orange red, about the size of a Manda- 
rin orange, and is said to make an ex- 
cellent marmalade, and that the juice 
like that of the lemon affords a refresh- 
ing drink, Every branch and twig is a 
bright, glossy green both summer and 
winter, and £0 set with an abundance 
of formidable thorns that a small bird 
can hardly pass through it.. The mag- 
nificent appearance of such a hedge, or 
of a single specimen on the lawn, in full 
bloom or weighed down by its brilliant 
and no less ornamental fruits, is more 
easily imagined than described. 

As to its perfect hardiness in the sec- 
tion for which it is recommended, there 
is absolutely no question. It has been 
growing and fruiting in the open 
ground, and totally unprotected, in the 
government grounds at Washington, 
for many- years and also in Fairmount 
Park, Philadelphia. In North Georgia 
there is a hedge of it half a mile long 
and several years old, and it has been 
grown in Louisiana for twenty wears or 
more. Dr. G. Devron of the latter State 
said of it several years ago: “I must 
say that I know of no~ variety of the 
citrus family that can be more neg- 
lected, more exposed to the extremes of 
temperature, or to excess of moisture 
and dryness, with so much impunity. 
In seventeen years that I have had that 
citrus under observation I have never 
found an injurious insect on the tree 
Or its leaves, flowers or fruit.” 

Prof. W. F. Massey, now of the 
N. C. College of Agriculture, fully 
tested it years ago in the hills of 
Northern Maryland, where the

I. N. Rhodes, in California 
Cultivator:] Yes, fifteen years, but we 
will not tell of all our ups and downs 
during all those years, but will look 
back to the year just passed and see 
what seventy-five busy hens have done 
for us. We get our account book and 
find a credit of $84.35 cents for eggs 
sold in Los Angeles. We look again 
and see 349 chickens added to our 
flock, without the loss of one by dis- 
ease. Were your poultry dlways so 
healthy? you ask; and we answer 
thrice no! Our mind wanders back to 
the time when our loss in one vear 
numbered more than four hundred 
chickens and turkeys. Then the main 
roosting place was only an apology, lice 
and mites were too often visible, medi- 
cine bottles were so numeréus as to 
be an eye sore, and green food was be- 
yond their range. But we did the best 
we knew how under such conditions, 
for we are not an M. D. and were not 
aware of the prime cause of all our 
trouble, which was over-feeding. “The 
common practce is to give fowls all 
they will eat, as if fowls were any 

wiser than hogs and knew when they 
had enough. They never stop eating 
until they are gorged full to the t6p of 
their threats and then trouble begtms. 
First, there is indigestion, then fever, 
then cholera, or fever and gangrene of 
the intéstines, or inflammation of the 
mucus membrane (which is catarrh or 
roup) or anthrax, (which is black 
comb,) and other fatal diseases, and 
were an X ray applied a tender and en- 
larged liver and gall would be revealed. 
In these cases medicine is of little avall, 
and the best remedy is a.sharp: little ax, 
which might’ justly be fitted in the top 
of the medicine case.

Bathe the head with very warm suds, 
then wufe the dry roup cure with two 
or three drops of carbolic acid added. 


If the bird breathes hoarsely give a pill 
composed of equal parts quinine, bro- 
mide of potash and asafoetida, the size 
of a bean three times a day. 

Cholera is easily detected by Intense 
thirst, debility, an anxious expression 
and greenish droppings. A good rem- 
edy is carbolic acid, a half teaspoonful 
to a quart of water, and a mixture of 
paregoric and spirits of camphor two 
or three times a day. Alum water !s 
g00d; also castor oil and ginger.

Flour of sulphur is mixed in thetr soft 
food once a week in warm weather, and 
they have a scratching pen of litter, 
where grain and lime dust is thrown. 
Another way to make our pets giad Is, 
when the sweet hay ts brought In, to 
have the “angel” of the farm give one 
load to the poultry. They will be grate- 
ful for it, and cheer us with their merry 
chatter. 

A Chapter on Potatoes. 

{California Cultivator:] One of the 
most instructive exhibits at the World’s 
‘Fair was the New York State potato 
show. It was, perhaps, the finest in 
every respect at any exposition. There 
were 300 varieties of potatoes exhibited 
by 600 growers, located in the twenty- 
two counties of the State where pota- 
toes are a leading crop. These pota- 
toes were grown by contract in coun- 
ties that produce annually not less 
than 1,000,000 bushels. 

The exhibit as a whole was a valu- 
able object lesson to potato growers 
everywhere, furnishing a solution to 
the vexed question: “What number of 
eyes to the hill will produce the largest 
returns of marketable potatoes?” The 
test revealed the fact that one eye pro- 
duced the largest potatoes, while three 
eyes produced the largest number of 
pounds of marketable tubers. For ex- 
ample, on a given piece of ground 
planted with but one eye to the hill, 
the yield was 600 pounds of uniformly 
large, smooth potatoes, with no small 
ones. Ona piece of ground of the same 
size and similarly treated, with two 
eyes planted to the hill, the yield was 
770 pounds of merchantable potatoes, 
and on another strip, planted with 
three eyes to the hill, the yield was 
953 pounds of good, merchantable at 
tatoes. 

The hill tests were intended. to show 
the posibilities in potato growing under 
extensive cultivation, and revealed 
some remarkable results. For instamce, 
the Early Maine yielded at the rate of 
1100 busheis per acre; Dutton’s seed- 
ling, which is very large and adapted 
to poor soil, yielded at the rate of 900 
bushels per acre, and Chicago market 
574 bushels per acre. . 

In nearly every instance where a 
large yield was reported high grade 
commercial fertilizer, valued at $2 per 
hundred, was sown, and 


acre was applied. 
say that the early Maine variety, which 
produced so enormously, received 
especial care and attention. In adition 
to the liberal application of high grade 
fertilizers, the potatoes were regularly 
irrigated. Such treatment, of course, 
would not be practicable witb the aver- 
age farmer, but it emphasizes the fact 
that it is not the cost of production 
that counts, but the profit over and 
above the cost of production. If an 
application of 600 pounds of fertilizers 
per acre, costing $12, will add to the 
yield 100 bushels of potatoes, worth 
$60, it will certainly pay to use fertil- 
izers. 

Apropos, I may mention the extra- 
ordinary results obtained by the cele- 
brated Frenchman, Girard, that is ex- 
citing the French and English farmers 
today. He has produced as much ag 
600 bushels of potatoes per acre over 
large areas. His plan is, briefly, to 
plow eight inches deep and follow with 
a subsoil plow six inches deeper. Of 
fertilizers he applies from eight to 
twelve tons of manure to the acre, to- 
gether with 250 pounds of superphos- 


potash, and adds a dressing of 200 
pounds of nitrate of soda. 

Thé Purdue (Indiana) University Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station has just 
issued a press bulletin announcing the 
discovery of a new fungicide for po- 
tato scab, which is thoroughly efficient 
and not noisonous. 

It says: “The new substance is form- 
alin (sométimes called formaldehyde.) 
a watery solution of a gas, not very ex- 
pensive and rapidly coming into favor 
as a general antiseptic, so that it is 
likely to become still cheaper and bet- 
ter known. It is sold by the fitiid ounce 
and can be obtained at most ptrhenn 
stores. 

The method of using the new fungi- 
cide is very simple. 
the formalin are added to fifteen gal- 
lons of water, and in this the seed po- 
tatoes are soaked for two hours. After 
taken from the Dath they can be cut 
and planted as usual, either ‘at once 
or after some time. Formalin is not 
corrosive; and <o can be used in any 
kind of vessel, and not being poisonous 
there are mo particular precautions to 
be observed. It does, however, make 
the hands smart if there are any raw 
spots, and the fumes irritate-the eyes 
and throat. But these-are only slight 
annoyances. Further information about 
formalin and its use as a fungicide will 
be given in a bulletin to be issued in 
a short time.

It is not pleasant to contemplate the 
prospect that the Tariff Bill may be 
hung up in the Senate for several 
months yet—possibly until August or 
September. The extra session of Con- 
gress was called together for the pur- 
pose of enacting legislation which 
would provide the revenue needed by 
the government for current expenses. 
It was expected, also, that the new 
tariff law would furnish needed pro- 
tection to those American industries 
which had been seriously injured by 
The lack 
of such protection has been.one of the 
most potent causes of the terrible in- 
dustrial depression which has afflicted 
che country for the past three years. 

In calling the extra session of Con- 
gress, the President was actuated b 
an earnest desire to restore prosperit 
to our languishing industries, bring 
about a renewal of confidence, and thus 
relieve the widespread distress from 
which the people have suffered since 
the benefits of protection were sus- 
pended by the repeal of the McKinley 
tariff law. The people had a right to 
expect relief at the hands of Congress, 
and to expect that such relief would 
not be unnecessarily delayed, for they 
had issued a mandate to that effect, 
which their servants in both houses of 
Congress have no moral right to dis- 
regard. 

The necessity for a prompt decision 
of the tariff issue now pending is im- 
perative. Almost every industry in

THE OUTS AND INS OF SOUTH AFRICA. 

In considering the question of the 
extension of British territory in foreign 
lands, it is usual for Americans to take 
it for granted that the British are the 
aggressors, and in the wrong. This is 
not surprising, considering the fact 
that our British cousins are not, as a 
rule, very particular about the ways 
and means when they go after another 
slice of territorial ple. h the na- 
tion which owns about one-fifth of the 
world’s surface, there still prevails to 
a great extent— 
“The good old rule, the simple plan, 
That he shall keep who hath the power, 
That he shall take who can.” 

It is not surprising that, when the 
recent unpleasantness in South Africa 
between the British and the Boers was 
under discussion, it was generally sup- 
posed by American citizens and Ameri- 
can journals that this was ‘another 
case of outrage upon a small and weak 
community, by th® British nation. As 
further particulars came to hand of 
the situation in South Africa, it be- 
came apparent, however, that the first 
}idea of the dispute was an érroneous 
one. These later impressions have 
been confirmed during the’ past few 
months by American engineers who 
have been driven out of South Africa 
by the Boer government and have re- 
turned to the United States. For in- 
stance, as noted in a special. dispatch 
to Tur Tres, a few days ago, from 
San Francisco, Henry Butters, the 
well-known California mining expert 
who was imprisoned by the Boers at 
Johannesburg, and who is now in Oak- 
land, expresses the belief, -based on 
private advices from South Africa, 
that another uprising against the Boer 
government is imminent, and that this 
will result in overthrowing the present 
government of the Transvaal. Mr. 
Butters does not think that Kruger— 
“Ooni Paul’’—is statesman enough fo 
appreciate the dangers that surround 
him, and says: et | 

“Americans do not grasp the situa- 
tion in the Transvaal, and with their 
natural distrust for the British, look 
with suspicion upon the efforts of Eng- 
lishmen to assert their rights in the 
Transvaal. As a fact,, the English 
have acted with the greatest forbear- 
ance toward Kruger and his people. 
If the Transvaal had been settled Dy 
the same sort of -Americans as the 
hardy old pioneers of California, the 
Kruger government would have long 
since been blown up. 

“The Englishman in the Transvaal 
has been discriminated against in the 
tariff, been tricked and cheated by un- 
scrupulous people, and it is not in the 
blood of the Anglo-Saxon to stand it.

This 
has been a great evil almost since the 
foundation of the government, and it 
has borne bitter fruit in the past. If 
the politicians can have their way it 
will bear bitter fruit in the future. 
But the politicians. must not/be per- 
mitted to have their way. The sound 
common sense of the Americgn people 
must be invoked, and not im vain, tet 
us hope, to prevent a repetition of the 
mistakes of the past.. 

The framing of the pending Tariff 
Bill -has developed some wide differ- 
ences of opinion between Republicans 
in the East and Republicans in the 
West as to the rates of duty to be 
fixed upon certain products of the re- 
spective sections.

the public good. 

One of the greatest calamities that 
could befall this nation would be a bit- 
ter strife for supremacy between differ- 
ent sections in the management of na- 
tonal affairs. Such a strife might not 
lead to armed warfare—though that 
dread contingency would be always 
among the possibilities,—but it would 
engender animosities which would se- 
riously retard the growth and develop- 
ment of the country, and would post- 
pone the realization of the great des- 
tiny which should be ours as a people. 

Our vast territory, greatly diversi- 
fied as to soil, climate and resources, 
gives rise to a corresponding diversity 
of industries. It is not at all unnatural 
that differerces cf opinion should arise 
on important questions of policy, af- 
fecting the material interests of this 
or that portion of our domain. But 
there is always a way to adjust these 
questions in such manner as to do the 
least injustice, while subserving the 
greatest good of the greatest number. 
If wisdom and moderaton and true 
statesmanship be brought to bear upon 
the issues presented, their practical 
solution will usually be found to be 
comparatively easy. If passion and 
prejudice be permited to have sway, a 
true solution will be difficult and un- 
satisfactory. 

When our statesmen learn to legis- 
late for the whole country, instead of 
for certain sections which happep to 
possess a preponderance of votes, they 
will have taken a long step in advance 
of the methods which too often prevail 
under the present system. Sectional- 
ism must be abolished in our national 
thought as well as in our ‘national 
legislation. The demagogues who seek 
for selfish purposes to array one sec- 
tion against another must be frowned 
down and ignored so effectually that 
they will cease their disreputable at- 
tempts to poison the minds of the 
people. 

We must become in truth a homo- 
geneous nation, with like hopes, aspira- 
tions and impulses, with broad com- 
mon purposes of national advance- 
ment, and with a generous spirit of 
charity for each other’s shortcomings, 
if we would achieve our highest possi- 
bilities as a nation. We are one peo- 
ple. Our interests are common. Our 
aims and methods should be directed 
by a common impulse of patriotism 
and national pride, if we would pre- 
serve the noble heritage of free gov- 
ernment handed down to us by our 
brave and wise forefathers.

Permanent Crossing for Second 
Southern Pacific Track Put in by 
the Electric Company. 


AUTHORITIES STOP THE WORK. 


CUNNING SCHEME TO EVADE AN 
INJUNCTION. 


Characteristic Bit of Railroguery in 
Which Uncle’s Hand is Seen. 
Solemn Assurances That no 
Trick Will Be Piayed. 


There was a suspicion yesterday, 
which has not yet evaporated, that 
the Southern Pacific Company was: 
attempting to steal a march on the 
city and was about to surreptitiously 
street 
Commercial street south to Fourth 
street. Through the prompt inter- 
ference of Chief Glass, under orders 
from Mayor Snyder, all work was sus- 
pended for a time until Superintend- 
ent J. A. Muir of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company and FE. W. Woods, gen- 
eral manager of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company, which was ac- 
cused of being*a tool and accompNce 
of the larger company, gave the city 
officials their verbal assurance that 
they were innocent of any design to 
take unfair advantage of the city. 

In exchange for this flimsy verbal 
pledge, the street railway company 
seoured permission to put in place a 
second permanent crossing for the 
Southern Pacific Company~ at the in- 
tersection of First and Alameda 
streets. 

Last Tuesday the _ street railway 
company began tearing up the road- 
way between and on each side of its 


tracks on First street for fully 100 
feet west of the Southern Pacific 
crossing. This work was harmless 


enough to all appearances, and was 
said to be done for the purpose of re- 
moving a trifling kink in the tratks. 

Yesterday matters took an entirely 
new track. A gang of about fifty men 
were set to work at 8 o’clock in the 
morning to lay.a_ new street railway 
crossing on the westside of the pres- 
ent Southern Pacific track. The heavy 
rails were already spiked fast to the 
ties whtn ex-Mayor W. H. Workman 
rode by on a Boyle Heights car. His 
suspicions were at once aroused, and 
he hurried to the City Hall to urge 
that the work be stopped instanter. 
After a brief consultation with Mayor 
Snyder, Chief Glass hurried to the 
scene of operations and ordered all 
work suspended. A few minutes later 
Mayor Snyder put in an appearance. 

‘The construction gang of the Los 
Angeles Railway Company was stand- 
ing idly about waiting for ‘further 
orders, and three police officers kept 
guard over the new crossing. 

The job savored of suspicion at first 
sight. No permit had been sought or 
issued from any department of the city 
permitting the work. The crossing .was 
in direct line with the tracks which 
the Southern Pacific laid on November 
7, 1893, when it invaded Alameda 
street with an army of men, and laid. 
a full mile of track from San Fernando 
viaduct to Commercial street. At that 
time a restraining order was issued by 
the courts at the instance of ex- 
Councilman Collins prohibiting the con- 
struction of a second track from Com-, 
mercial street to Fourth street. Every- 
thing yesterday pointed directly at a 
similar attempt to jump the city’s 
claim. It is only two short blocks from 
the point where the Southern Pacific 
tracks to the north on Alameda street 
converged into a single line on the east

LOUIS, April 30°—David H. Hays, 
for eighteen years cashier of St. Louis 
Postoffice, was arrested today, charged 
with the embezzlement of $15,003. The 
information was sworn to by Inspector 
Johnson of the St. Louis division, who 
has been examining the books for the 
past week. 

Hays was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Craig, waived ex- 
amination, and was held to the Federal 
grand jury. The shortage was made 
good by C. M. Hays, general manager 
of the Grand Trunk Railroad, brother 
of the accused. Despite this, the Wash- 
ington officials ordered prosecution.

Chamberlain Under Oath. 


LONDON, April 30.—The Parlia- 
mentary committee inquiring into the 
Transvaal raid resumed its sitting to- 
day. The Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, made a 
long statement under oath, declaring 
_in a most explicit manner that. neither 
he nor hiS colleagues in the Colonial 
offices had. until the day before the 
raid, the elightest suspicions of any- 
thing in the nature of an armed in-

tric cars as they crossed the Southern 
Pacific Company’s tracks. In order 
not to interfere with the traffic of the 
Southern Pacific, the electric road had 
put in a permanent crossing of modern 
style east of the old crossing. It was pro- 
posed, he said, to swing the tracks 
of the Southern Pacific over to connect 
with the new westerly crossing, while 
a new crossing was being laid on the 
‘line of the present Southren Pacific 
tracks. After that work was finished 
Roadmaster McClure gave no inkling 
of what would be done. 

Soon after ayor Snyder had _ “re- 
turned to the City Hall, General Man- 
ager F. W. Wood of the Los Angeles 
Railway Company put in an appear- 
ance. He drove immediately to the 
City Hall, where he rounded up the 
Mayor and Councilman Blanchard and 
Mathuss in the City Attorney’s office. 
After some explanation of the plans 
of his company Mr. Wood secured the 
consent of the city officials to continue 
the work. He pledged himself that, 
after swinging the Southern Pacific 
tracks to the westerly crossing and 
completing the easterly crossing, the 
tracks would be moved back to their 
former position, leaving only one South- 
ern Pacific track as heretofore. But 
he did not overlook the chance to secure 
permission to leave the new crossing 
as a pertianent fixture, and the Mayor 
and Councilmen Blanchard and Math- 
uss assured him that the Council would 
support their unauthorized action in 
allowing the work to proceed. 

Before the negotiations were closed, 
the City Attorney painlessly extracted 
a long-distance promise by telephone 
from Superintendent Muir that the 
Southern Pacific Company would not 
attempt to double-track Alameda street 
until the courts or the Council gave it 
full permission: to do so. 

Mr. Wood admitted to a reporter 
that the Southern Pacific Company was 
furnishing the material used in the 
job; but the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany was paying for the work. be- 
cause it. wanted to put in slotted cross- 
|ings. He did not explain why his com- 
pany preferred to cross two railway 
tracks at that point rather than one. 
He also said that if his company, was 
to be stopped, he wanted to know it 
at once, so that he could-stop all 
traffic on the Southern Pacific track 
while the old. crossing was being re- 
hlaced. This proved to be an idle 
threat, because he carried off the hon- 
ors of the day. and after less’ than 
two hours’ delay was not only _ per- 
mitted to continue the work as origi- 
nally planned, but was given permis- 
sion to leave she new crossing perma- 
nently in place. 

At A late hour last night the tracks 
of the Southern Pacific were  un- 
touched, and no connection had been 
made with the new crossing.

A Correspondent Demands That City 
Officers Do Their Duty. 


The following communication was re- 
ceived yesterday and expresses an 
opinion which was generally shared by 
those who looked over the site of the 
Los Angeles Railway operations: 

‘LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 30, 1897. 
—[To the Editor of The Times:] Under 
the subterfuge = straightening their 
line of rails, ere ‘the First-street 
Electric Railway crosses the Southern 
Pacific track on Alameda street, the 
former company has stealthily placed a 
double-track crossing on Alameda street 
for the Southern Pacific Company in 
direct violation of the law, without any 
permit fromthe Superintendent of 
Streets, or any other officer of the city. 
I wish to inquire whose duty it is to 
arrest these big corporations for vio- 
lating the laws with impunity? Any 
common, ordinary citizen would be ar- 
rested for putting a pick in the paved 
Streets of this city; why should these 
big bloated corporations and monopolies 
be exempt from arrest, when a poor 
devil would be shoved in jail? Why the 
necessity of pushing this double track- 
ing of Alameda street at midnight? 

“It shows on the face of it that the 
twin companies know they &re violat- 
ing the law and ordinances of the city. 
The same individual is the attorney for 
both companies, showing distinctly that 
the placing of a double track crossing 
at the point indicated is an understood 
thing between the Electric Street Rail- 
way Company and the Southern Pacific 
»Company. Nine-tenths of our citizens 
are in no mood to grant additional fa- 
vors to C. P. Huntington and the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, in 
view of their recent obstruction in try- 
ing fo ‘tie up’ the. appropriation for 
San Pedro Harbor. This sneaking way 
of doing things is the usual method of 
the Southern Pacific Company, abso- 
lutely stealing its way over our: public 
highways. Will not some of our pub- 
lic servants put a stop to this kind of 
business? The man who does it will 
rise to a fame and honor that will be 
everlasting.

ABAD BOY'S RECORD 


YOUNG LEWIS PARKER MAKES 
HAY WHILE THE SUN SHINES. 


The Aid of the United States Govern- 
ment Invoked to Extricate Him 
from His Difficulties. 


DEFRAUDED HIS BENEFACTORS. 


BROUGHT FROM CENTRAL AMER- 
ICA BY THE PHILADELPBIA. 


Lively Criminal Career of a Youth 
Who is on His Way to Serve & 
Term in the Ione School of 
Industry. 


Deputy Sheriff F. M. Jennings of San 
Diego arrived in the city yesterday, 
having in custody a youthful prisoner 
named Lewis Parker, who is en route 
for the Ione School of Industry. 
Though Parker is scarcely fifteen years 
of age, he has a record which would 
make many an older criminal ashamed 
of himself. He is a slender, handsome 
lad, bright as a flash.and amply able 
to take care of himself in any company. 

Parker’s parents are the proprietors 
of the Parker Hotel at Chatham, a 
town about twenty-five miles east of 
Albany, N. Y. They are well-to-do 
} people and are widely and favorably 
known throughout the section of the 
State in which they live. | 

On December 21, 1893,- young Parker, 
accompanied. by a brother about a year 
his senior, ran away from home. At 
Albany they sold.two bicycles which 
their father had given them as birthday 
presents, and with the proceeds pur- 
chased second-class tickets for San 
Francisco. They remained at the Call- 
fornia metropolis a few weeks and the 
worked their way to Guatemala o 
board the steamer San Juan. At 
Guatemala they received $100 from 
their mother, divided the money be- 
tween them and parted company, the 
elder brother returning north. Lewis’s 
movements from that time on are in- 
teresting when it is borne in mind that 
he is now but little past 14 years of 
age, and that the United States gov- 
ernment had to step in several times to 
extricate him from his difficulties. * 

Left alone at Guatemala, Lewis soon 
found employment in a _ coffee store, 
where he staid until the proprietor was 
forced to associate him with the mys- 
terious disappearance of sundry small 
Sums from the.money drawer. . He 
had acquired a fair knowledge of the 
language of the country, and at once 
secured a position as interpreter for 
Hooker & Co., a Guatemalan bicycle 
firm, where he remained over a year. 
Caught in a crooked transaction, the 
firm threatened him with arrest, and 
hé left between two days for San Sal- 
vador, where he appealed to the Amer- 
ican Consul for pretection against the 
bicycle firm. The Consul took a great 
liking to the lad and after adjusting 
his Guatemalan affairs, found him a 
place in the employ of a Mr. Ellis, one 
of the agents of the consulate. This 
a lasted two months, young Parker 
being unable to stand prosperity... He 
next went to La Union and worked his 
Way to’ Panama, where he lasted just 
Iwo. weeks and stowed away in the 
steamer Puno bound for Callao. On the 
trip he “stood in” with the cook, who 
fed h'™ and looked after his. comfort. 
From Callao he went to Lima and 
worked ten months, part of the time for 
a plumber named Sangster and then 
for William Newton, an English trades- 
man. Returning to Callao he boarded 
an English freight steamer bound for 
Liverpool and played cabin boy and 
buffoon to the captain for his passage. 
He deserted, however, at Valpariaso, 
where United States Consul Dobbs had 
a world of trouble to save him from 
prosecution for violation of his con- 
— the shipmaster. 

alparaiso young Parker fairl 

outdid. himself. In a stort time he had 
perpetrated innumerable frauds upon 
the consulate, where he was a great 
favorite, defrauded a hotel, robbed a 
tobacco dealer named Knickerbocker, 
and wrought the whole community up 
to a high state of indignation. Serious 
trouble threatened him’ from every 
direction and this youth in his early 
teens was ordered to leavé the country 
or be shot. The United States man- 
of-war Philadelphia was in the harbor 
preparing to sail for San Diego, and 
Consul Dobbs begged: her commander 
to take Parker out of the. country. 
That official flatly refused to have any- 
thing to do with the boy, and Dobbs 
made the wires hot between Val- 
pairaiso and Washington. He was 
finally successful, and. the- commander 
of the Philadelphia received orders 
to take young Parker aboard and drop 
him at the first United States port. 

The ship sailed on Janu 5, and 
arrived in San Diego Harbor February 
1. During the voyage the bad boy 
made himself so popudar with the 
marines that they coliected a purse of 
$175 and handed it to him when he 
went ashore at San Diego. ‘ 

He was in trouble almost before he 
He stole a watch 
and a valuable clock from a Chinese 
and narrowly . escaped the conse- 
quences through ‘a legal technicality. 
.He broke into a bicycle store, carried 

away a lot of tools and tricked the 
authorities into dismissing the case. 

Then he met Mrs. Matilda Ross, 
cashier in the Mechanics’ restaurant. 
Though Matilda. was old enough to be 
the lad’s mother, he says she fell in 
love with him and followed him every- 
where. She possessed a gold watch, 
upon the case of which she proposed 
to have their initials engraved. She 
sent him into a jeweler’s with and, 
of course, he stole it. 

Accompanied by a fellow-thief much 
older than himself he left San Diego 
on the night of April 8. Two days later 
the pair was eaptured at the town of 
Encinitas, and taken back to. the 
county. séat. For several days the au- 


the stolen watch. At last one of them 
found it in-a tight little poeket in the 
waistband of Parker’s trousers. When 
this discovery was made he confessed 
his guilt. . 

The young scapegrace is not at all 
perturbed by the predicament in which 
he finds himself. He stated yesterday 
that he intended to try the Ione insti- 
tution for a short time, and then move 
on East where things were more to 
his taste.

Crops and Markets. 
Complaints continue to come in from 
many of the gcrain-growing sections of 
Southern California in regard to the in- 
jurious effects of the dry winds that 


have prevailed for several days. There 
has been a general recourse to irriga- 
tion wherever practicable, for such 
crops as need it. Owing to these dry 
winds the hay crop will be very short 
in places. The outlook fér deciduous 
fruits is good. The damage done by 
frost in the southern part of the,.State 
was slight. There is a heavy bloom on 
the orange trees, and the outlook is for 
a large crop the coming season. 

From the northern part of the State 
come reports of a remarkably heavy 
prune crop. It is believed that the com- 
ing crop will be the largest that has 
ever been gathered. , Growers are now 
beginning to discuss the best methods 
of disposing of their crop to an ad- 
Vantage. 

The market for dried fruit has not 


following is taken. For ten years or 
more much has been said from time 
to time in the wress of the State in 
regard to flower culture, but compara- 
tively little has been accomplished. 
The opinion has been expressed by 
many experts that the soil and climate 
of Southern California are well 
adapted to the successful operation of 
the perfumery industry, and staté- 
ments have occasionally been published 
to the effect that an attempt was to 
be made to introduce floriculture on a 
large scale, but the enterprises have 
not materialized. The following ex- 
tract gives some idea of the importance 
of floriculture in France: 

“In the matter of profit. the districts 
of Antibes and Cannes rank first; ex- 
cellent outputs,are also secured about 
the Golfe de Juan and Beaulieu. The 
total area actually cropped with flow- 
ers is nearly 1800 acres, of which the 
commune of Nice represents 500, and 
Cannes, Antibes, Mentone and Grasse 
each 250 acres. The villa residences 
commence to encroach on the flower 


lands, but the house proprietors them- 
selves grow flowers, and that, with 
letting their villas, helps to make’ up 
the means of living. The very large 
growers of flowers resemble, it may be 
said, large farmers; they sell their 
produce to the laboratories or to con- 
tractors, or they enter into partner- 
ship with intellig@nt laborers and dl- 
vide profits. In the winter season the 
culture is confined to the raising of 
cut and ornamental flowers. In sum- 
mer the aim is to quitivate for the lab- 
oratories—that is, to distill for per- 
fumery, to prepare essences, pomades 
and scented ‘waters,; it is also the sea- 
son for harvesting seeds. 

“It is a popular error to suppose that 
no skill or outlay is required to pro- 
duce the supplies of flowers for north- 
ern latitudes between Christmas and 
May. Flower culture exacts capital 
and increasing care. Doubtless many 
conclude that the flowers grow natur- 
ally in the open air—this is.an error; 
some do, but the most delicate and the 
most beautiful species are raised un- 
der giass. In the regions of ‘Nice, 
Grasse and Mentone there are 200 
acres of land covered over with glass 
frames, eawh frame costing at least 
7s., so that much capital is sunk in 
the industry. Other flowers are raised 
under canvas tents, and many are pro- 
tected by matting. Roses and pinks are 
grown under glass, while the white 
lilac, lily-of-the-valley and also pinks 
are forced to bloom in the space of 
eighteen days. The lilac is white, be- 
cause grown in darkness, but when ex- 
posed to the sun it rapidly assumes its 
tints, and no fewer than 200 shades of 
lilacs have been recorded—a collection 
the late Monsieur Chevreul never could 
delineate. It is in the bloom and color- 
producing efficacy of the sun that 
much of the secret of flower-farming 
resides. Violets are generally grown 
beneath the shade of orange trees or 
under the shadow of walls. The Rus- 
sian variety is classed first, then the

“Flower culture could never have suc- 

ceeded were it not for the railway com- 

panies facilitating the industry. They 
guaranteed the quickest trains from the 
south to the north of France, accept- 

ing the flowers packed in special osier 
baskets, and limited to parcel-post 

weights, never exceeding elevén pounds. 

It is thus that Nice and other places 
supply London, Berlin, Stockholm, etc. 
None go to St. Petersburgh; the par- 
cels, even for the imperial family, are 
too severely handled while passing 
through the customs. Germany is the 
be&t customer of France for flowers. 
The prices of flowers depend upon the 
weather and fashion. Formerly Berlin 
gave the top prices, now all are on a 
level; while the cultivators have. their 
own daily latest market quotations pub- 
lished the same as for corn, pork or 
coal. At Cannes, roses range from 2d 
to 7s per dozen; pinks, 1d to ‘4s; or- 
chids, 1s, 64 to 3s; narcissus that sell 
at one time at 1d each, can at nother 


dozen. Occasionally taste runs in favor 
of white, red or yellow colors. During 
the General Boulanger craze in France, 
and especially Paris, red carnations ob- 
tained fancy prices, because the fav- 
orite flower of the then “hero of the 
day;” of late these flowerg do not sell 
at all. 

“Flowers for transport are generally 
cut before sunrise; the best only are 
chosen, and are packed with cotton, as 
in the case of camellias, roses and such 
orchids as do not’ stand the journey, or 
with tissue paper, or even both. Acacia 
or mimosa generally lines the baskets. 

“Flowers, as a rule, are not distilled 
at Grasse, etc., but the leaves, bark, 
seeds, roots, etc., of odoriferous plants 
are. The perfume in the other cases 
is secured by pressing the petals be- 
tween layers of suet or lard; when the 
perfume has been absorbed the grease 
is dissolved in-alcohol, which in turn

Written Statements of Witnesses to 
the Crooked Dealings of the 
Animal-catchers—Queer 
Performances. 


The methods employed by the keeper 
of the public pound and his four depu- 
ties have caused a general cry of in- 
dignation to go up from the owners 
of. live stock in all the outlying dis- 
tricts of the city. The chief trouble 
is their way of enforcing the provis- 
ions of the new ordinance relating to 
the public pounds, as revised by the 
present City Council and put into 
effect March 26. 

As the new ordinance was pub- 
lished only once, and in a paper that 
falls inte the hands of comparatively 
few, the sections most frequently vio- 
lated are re-published here. 

Section 1 of this ordinance, after 
enumerating the animals coming un- 
der the head of live stock, continues: 

“It shall be unlawful for the owner 
or person having the custody or con- 
trol of any of the animals above 
named to stake out, herd or graze 
any of said animals upon any of said 
streets, alleys, open courts or places, 
public squares, parks or grounds, 
within said city limits: or to stake 
out, herd or. graze any of said animals 
or to permit any of said animals to 
be staked out, herded or grazed upon 
any uninclosed lot or private grounds, 

s of ropes, lariats or other 
attachments, so that said ropes, lar- 
iats or other attachments shall reach 
beyond the line of said lot of ground 
so that said animals may range, herd 
or graze therefrom upon any of said 
streets, alleys, open courts or places, 
public squares, parks or grounds, or 
occupy or obstruct any of the side- 
walks in said city. 

The parts of section 6 relating to 
the poundmaster’s fees reads: 

“The charges or fees for arresting 
or taking up any animal herein men- 
tioned, and for giving the notice here- 
in required, or for arresting or taking 
up said animal and driving the same 
to the public pound, shall be $1 for 
every horse, mule, jack, jennie, bull 
cow or ox, and,§0 cents for every colt, 
calf, | yearling, heifer, sheep, goat or 


In relation to other charges allowed 
the pound keeper, it says: 

“Sec. 6. The pound’ keeper shall re- 
ceive from the owner or agent claim- 
ing any of the following-named ani- 
mals impounded, in addition to the 
impounding fee, the following charges 
for care and food supplied per diem 
for the period of eight days, if not 
sooner removed, to wit:- 


Horses, per G@y Cents 
Mules, per day ................50 cents 
Jennies, per day .............<.25 Cents 
Neat cattle, per day ..........50 cents 
Calves, per Ga@y cents 
Sheep, per day .............-..10 cents 
Goats, POF GBY CONtS

The City Attorney’s office has re- 
peatedly instructed the pound keeper 
that no charges for food or care can 
be made until the animals have been 
at least several hours in his posses- 
sion, yet it is upon the fees charged 
by him and the methods his deputies 
have used in securing animals to take 
to the pound that hangs the tale. 

That a land-office busine’s has been 
carried on at the pound under the 
present management is best shown by 
the statements of péople living in the 
vicinity. No record of the amount of 
stock or moneys received at the pound 
is kept by the city, so nothing ac- 
curate can be ascertained there. 

George Sukan, a grocer on East 
Ninth street, near the city limits, in 
conversation with a Times reporter, 
said: 

“I know that 500 head would be a 
very conservative estimate for the 
number of horses that I have seen in 
the city pound since the new ordi- 
nance was passed.” As Mr. Sukan is 
intimately acquainted with the pound 
keeper and has frequently gone out 
on the daily round ups with his son, 
there is no reason to believe that this 
statement is in any way ‘exaggerated. 

Mrs. I. Gardner of Ninth and .Ala- 
meda streets, said: “I see the pound 
deputies go past leading numbers of 
horses almost every day. I know that 
I have seen more than a hundred pass 
here.” As this is only one of several 
‘entrances to the pound, ‘and half a 
dozen blocks away, Mr. Sukan’s state- 
ment is pretty well substantiated. 

As the number of cows and goats 
kept by residents in the outlying dis- 
tricts is nearly equal to the number 
of horses, it can be readily seen that 
1200 head is not too great an estimate 
for the number of animals impounded 
in the City Pound during the past five 
weeks.’ 

The stock carried to the pound rep- 
resents only a part of the actual num- 
bers. taken up by the deputies, as an 
almost equal amount is daily redeemed 
from the field. The deputies are four 
in number; a negro, a Mexican, the 
pound keeper’s son, and his “pardner.”’ 
‘In the early morning they saddle their 
broncos and, each taking an assistant 
with ropes for Jeading captured stock, 
start for the’ outlying districts for the 
day’s foray. When one comes,.to a va- 
cant tract where numbers” horses 
and cows are staked to groze, if he 
cannot find some whose ropes are of 
sufficient length to allow him to drag 


posed sidewalk he is said to have a 
convenient scheme ready.. 

Mrs. C. Hauck, wife of a cement con- 
tractor living at No. 1544 East Four- 
teenth street, says over her signature: 

‘J have seen the pound deputies ride 
itHeir horses into the vacant lots on 
Sixteenth street and race back and 
forth across them among the staked- 
out stock: if any dnimal was fright- 
ened into breaking away it. was 
promptly lassoed and carried off to the 


pound. 

Mrs. Wilson, living at No. 930 Staun- 
ton gtreet, says: “I saw the pound dep- 
uties chasing a loose horse among some 
staked-owt Stock in front of my place?in 
doing so they frightened a second horse 
into breaking its rope, then they gave 
up the chase of the first and carried off 
the horse they had’ frightened into 
breaking away to the pound.” 

If this method does not result in. 


them across a property-line to a sup-: 


getting something loose, thé deputy has 
recourse to a second bright scheme. A. 
L. Knell, an upholsterer who lives at 
No. 1409 East Sixteenth street, makes 
the following statement: “I was driv- 
ing home one noon when I saw a ‘boy 
presumably 12 years of age pulling 
away at the stake to which my roan 
filly was fastened. I whipped up my 
horse to reach him, but with a final tug 
he loosened the stake, then turned and 
ran. I jumped from the wagon and 
gave chase, but he outfooted me, then I 
turned my attention to the filly, but be- 
fore I could reach her another fellow 
arose from some wards near the corner 
of Tennessee and Little Rock streets 
and caught her. He showed his au- 
thority from the .pound and refused to 
give back the fillg.for less than $2, 
which sum I was compelled to pay.” 

It will be seen from these statements 
that they are not at all particular about 
the amount of money taken from the 
owner of the stock, as the law allows 
only $1 in such a case. 

If business happens to be a trifle 
dull the deputies sometimes resort to 
a little bluff. As A. Bell of Sixteenth 
street and Orange avenue said over his 
signature: “I was herding my horses 
on Mr. Dalton’s property on East Six- 
teenth street one morning, when a 
couple of young fellows rode up and 
threw lariats over their heads. I ob- 
jected to such proceedings as a mat-. 
ter of course, but they flashed a couple 
of pound stars and claimed the horses 
were violating the city ordinance. I 
was compelled to pay the impounding 
fee for their release. They told me if lI 
went to the pound and paid I would 
have to give $3 to get them back. . 

“Young Wilkinson, one of the depu- 
ties, keeps a bay mare which he re- 
peatedly stakes out on Sixteenth street 
on a rope long enough to allow her to 
walk across the street from side to 
side. I have seen persons driving by 
get out of their carriages and lead the 
horse away in order to drive past.” 

That the ordinance does not prohibit 

herding of stock can be seen in section 
1 at the beginning of this article.. The 
statement relative to fhe young colored 
deputy’s mare was also made by A. L. 
“Knell, who said he had seen three peo- 
ple get out of carriages and drive her 
from the street, two with gentle per- 
suasion.and one with rocks. 
' That the deputies are very particu- 
lar about the quality of horses they ar- 
rest is shown by the fact that another 
resident on Sixteenth street has an old 
horse that has for some time past been 
a candidate for entrance to a canned 
beef factory. He has repeatedly 
turned this horse loose on the street, 
hoping the deputies would take hirn, 
but they always pass him gently by. 

P. E. Ward of Twelfth and Tennessee 
streets had his two horses hobbled and 
herded by his two sons on a large va- 


The pound deputies lassoed them in the 
‘presence of the boys and he was com- 
pelled to pay the impoundment fee for 
their release. 

An incident which occurred ahout 
April 1 shows how little heed the 
pound keeper and his deputies pay to 
the city statutes in plying their ne- 
farious trade. Mrs. T. B. Wilson of No. 
930 Staunton street, says in writing:, 

“My horse was staked out to graze 
on a vacant lot néar my residence at 
No. 930 Staunton street. My son and 
Louis Powers, my neighbor, led the 
horse to the end of the rope and found 
that it could neither stand nor graze 
beyond the property line. I was at- 
tending to my.morning, duties about 
the’ house when a potato  péddler 
called to me through the window that 
the pound deputies were taking the 
horse. My boy ran out just as the 
deputy threw his lariet around the 
horse’s neck, but could not get it away 
from him. 

“I followed the boy and offered the 
deputy $1 to release the horse, to save 
trouble, though I knew the horse had 
not violated the ordinance, The deputy 
refused the money and rode away with 
the horse. My son went to. the City 
Attorney, and was directed by him to 
take $1 to the pound and get the horse. 
The pound master refused to give up 
the horse for less than $1.50, until the 
-boy stated he had been to the City At- 
torney, then quickly he took the dollar 
and gave him the horse.” 

.That the deputies walk im devio 
paths and charge more than the law al- 
lows for the stock arrested is well 
illustrated by the case of Charies 
Hauck, a cement contractor of No. 1554 
East Fourteenth street. Mr. Hauk 
says in writing: / 

“I arose at 6 o'clock in the morning 
and went to bring the cow to be milked, 
when I met a colored lad leading her. 
He told me that a message had been 
sent to the pound that a cOw was loose 
on East Fourteenth street, and that he 
had walked over from the pound, a dis- 
tance of about fifteen blocks, to get 
her. I looked at him and replied: ‘Your 
shoes are not laced; you cannot have 
walked two blocks.” (The deputy lives 
near Mr. Hauck’s place.) “Then he said 
that the charges are $1.50. I paid him 
the money, and took a receipt and my 
cow.” 


these sharp practices reveal the fact 
that the pound keeper has tried to 
cover up his tracks in the way of ex- 
orbitant charges by giving no receipts 
for the moneys thus taken. . 

The case of Mary King, a widow liv- 
ing at No. 787 East Seventeenth street, 
illustrates very clearly ‘his method of 
‘protedure in such cases. Mrs. King’s 
written statement is as follows: 

“My cow was taken from in front ofmy 
place on Seventeenth street. I clmbed 
into my buggy and followed the depu- 
ties to the city pound. In payjng for 
her I first gave the pound keeper $2, 
but when I asked for the receipt he 
consulted with another man, and then 
wrote it for $1.50. He gave me that 
receipt, but hesitated and again con- 
sulted with two other men, and erased 
the 50 cents and returned me $1, and a 
receipt for that amount. I thought I 
was getting my cow for less than the 
regular impounding fee, because I am 
a widow and keep my cow and sell milk 
to support myself and children.” 

Another case illustrating the reck- 
lescness with which exorbitant charges 
are made is that of E. L. Ward. a re- 
tired merchant, who lives at No. 721 
East Eighteenth street. Mr. Ward 
says: 

“My horse was tied to a tree in the 

rear of my place while I was dressing 
to go uptown, and when I came out 
the horse was gene, and I was informed 
by my neighbors that the pound bovs 
got it. I went over to the pound at 
once, not more than an hour behind 
the horse, and was told by the pound- 
keeper that the charges were $2. TI re- 
plied that I had but $1.50 on my per- 
son, and could and would give no 
more. After a slight demur he gave 
me the horse for that amount, saying 
that $2 was the regular charge, but 
he would accept $1.50 out of good fel- 
lowship.”’ 
‘There can be no excuse for the pound- 
keeper by way of ignorance of the 
proper charges, for he had been in- 
formed by the City Attorney in the 
Wilson case. some three weeks before, 
that $1 is all the law allows him. 

Another cate is that of Mrs. Telinek 
of No. 1550 East Fourteenth street, tn 
which the horse was taken while she 
was watching it graze on her own Iot. 
She called to the deputies. but they re- 
fused to bring it back for less than 
$1.50. She sent a representative to the 
pound at once, and he offered $1 for 
the horse, but the monev was refused. 
Then he went to the City Attorney’s 


office, and the poundmaster, learning of

T. C. Scott, a musican living at No. 


taken to the pound under very sus- 
picious circumstances. Herewith is 
given Mr. Scott's written statement: 
“One Saturday evening in March, I 
staked my two horses on a partly 
enclosed lot on east Fourth street. 
Shortly afterward Mr. Allen, who lives 
on Crocker street, said: ‘You had bet- 
ter look out that your horses are well 
fastened. I saw one of the pound dep- 
uties sizing them up this evening.’ I 
went for the horses at daybreak Sun- 
day morning, but found them gone. 
After a short search around the neigh- 
borhood I went down to the city pound 
and there found horses and ropes. The 
latter had been cut cleanly as by a 
Knife, and the piece that fastened them 
was gone. The deputy at the pound 
stated that a teBephone message was 
sent him from the Police Station that 
two horses were loose on Fourth street 
and that he had brought them in a little 
after 5 o'clock. I have since gone to 
the station and ascertained from the 
records there that no such message was 
sent. 
'“The horses could not have been in 
the pound two hours, yet I was com- 
pelled to pay $3 for their liberation.” 


RAILROAD RECORD. 


FIFTEEN-TON GASOLINE LAUNCHES 
CANNOT CARRY PASSENGERS. 


Reasons Why the New Order Was 
Necessary — Its Effect Locally. 
Catalina Day for Conductors. 
May-day Excursions. 


A source of much danger to the 
public has been removed by the new 
order concerning the carrying of pas- 
sengers by gasoline launches. Here- 
after gasoline boats weighing mere 
than fifteen tons cannot engage in the 
passenger trade. As yet no control 
is exercised over smaller gasoline pas- 
senger boats, but it is expected that 
some such order will be promulgated 
in reference to them before very long. 

There have been a number of gaso- 
line launches of the kind includ:d in 
the néw order in use in this neigh- 
borhood. The Banning brothers had 
some of these boats at Catalina and 
at Wilmington. Though they are not 
hereafter to be allowed to use gaso- 
line boats for passengers, the Messrs. 
Banning are heartily in favor of the 
new order. 

They say that on their own gasoline 
boats they have employed oniy li- 
censed captains, but that irresponsi- 


very ignorant and careless way, and 
that it is a wonder there have not 
been serious accidents. One’ of the 
worst evils consequent upon permit- 
ting little gasoline launches to wan- 
der abroad in unskillful hanis way 
that the skippers would load their 
boats to a point that would never 
have been permitted by a licens2d.-cap- 
tain. It i& only by the greatest good 
fortune that there have never been. 
any casualties in these waters from 
this cause. 

Another result of the new order, as 
far as it affects local affairs, is that 
there will be less competition with the 
Wilmington Transportation Company 
in its Catalina traffic than heretofore, 
and as a result it is not likely that 
there will be any necessity of patrol- 
ling the beach at Avalon and sending 
out special armies to protect the shores 
ofthe principality, as was done last 
year.

Amendments to the Penal Code. 


1. AMENDMENTS TO THE PENAL 
CODE, 

Section 397. Reduces the grade of the 
offense of selling liquor to Indians 
from felony to misdemeanor, and fixes 
the punishment at fine or imprison- 
ment in the State Prison or county 
jail. (April 25,) 

GAME AND FISH LAWS. 

Sec. 632. Fixes the close seasons for 
trout between December 1 and April l. 
(Februany 23.) 

Sec. 634. Fixes close season for sal- 
mon, shad, stripped bass and stur- 
geon between October 15 and Novem- 
ber 15. (February 23.) 

Sec. 626. Establishes close seasons 
as follows: For valley quail, bob- 
white, partridge, wild duck and rail, 
March 1 to October 1; for mountain 
quail and grouse, February 15 to Sep- 
tember 1; for doves, February 15 to 


| July 1; for pheasants, March 9, 1897, 


to March 1, 1899; for male deer, Oc- 
tober 15 to July 15. Forbids absolutely 
the destruction of female deer, spotted 
fawn, antelope, elk and mountain 
sheep. Protects the eggs and nests of 
quail, pheasants and a number of 
other birds. Forbids the seling or of- 
fering to sell of any protected game; 
makes the violation of the laws pun- 
ishable by fine or imprisonment inthe 
county jail, and provides that it shall 
be no defense in a prosecution for a 
violation of the provisions of this sec- 
tion that the birds or animals were 
takeh or killed outside of this State— 
except the hides of animals killed in 
Alaska or any foreign country. (March 


The new sections, numbered 626 a, 
b, c, d, e, f, g, h, i, added to the Penal 
Code by the Act of March 27, 1895, are 
repealed, and all their provisions are 
consolidated into the _ single section 


Sec. 627. Forbids the use,.of shot- 
guns of larger calibre than No. 10 
Gauge. Forbids hunting on posted 
grounds without the permission of the 
owner. Forbids the transportation out 
of the State of deer, deer-skin, buck, 
doe. or fawn, quail, partridge, pheas- 
ant, grouse, prairie-chicken, dove and 
wild duck, except for purposes of 
propagation, where permission is ob- 
tained from the California Board of 
Fish Commissioners. Imposes penal- 
ties of fine or imprisonment for viola- 
tion of this section. The new sections 
added by the Act of March 27, 1895, 
designated 627 a, b, c, d, are consolli- 
dated into this one section. (March 9.) 


GRAND JURY. 


Sec. 925. Requires the grand jury, 
upon the demand of the District At- 
torney. to employ a stenographer to re- 
port the testimony of the witnesses, the 
same to be afterward reduced to long- 
hand, and delivered to the defendant 
for use on his trial. (March 27.) 
{This is a decided innovation in grand 
jury law, the merits of which cah 
only be tested by expertence.] ~- 

Sec. 928. Provides that if the grand 
jury shall in their reports of ex- 
amination into county affairs com- 
ment upon any person or official who 
has not been indicted by the grand 
jury, such comments shall not be 
deemed to be privileged. (March 27.) 
So that the members of the’ grand 
jury, in such case, would be exposed 
to the charge of libel if. they made 
false and malicious statements about 
county officials. [A wholesome check 
on the right of criticism by the gran 
jury.] 
: ‘APPEAL BY THE PEOPLE. 

Sec. 1238. Provides that an ap- 
peal may he taken by the people from 
an order setting aside the indictment 
or information. [A wholly unnecessary 
amendment, as the Supreme Court has 
repeatedly held such orders appeal- 
able.) 
RAPE—AGE OF CONSENT. 

Sec. 261. Raises the age of consent 
from 14 to 16 years, thus following the 
lead of New York and several other 
States of the Union. [At common 
law the age of consent was 10, and so 
it was in California until it was raised 
by the Act of 1889 to 14 years.] (May 
27. 


CHARGING THE JURY. 

Sec. 1127. Requires instrustions to 
be in writing, unless both parties re- 
quest the giving of oral instructions, 
in which case the ‘instructions must. 
be taken down by the stenographic re- 
porter. 

Sec, 350. Makes it a misdemeanor to 
counterfeit trademarks recorded with 
the Commissioner of Patents in the 
United States Patent Office. (May. 27.) 

Sec. 351. Makes,it a misdemeanor for 
a person to sell or Keep for sale, manu- 
facture or prepare for sale, goods with 
counterfeited trade marks, knowing the 
same to be counterfeited, etc. (May 27.)

Forbids the use of certain 
seines and nets and regulates the use 
of others, under prescribed penalties. 
(March 31.)

The party intending to 
make the motion mentioned in the last 
section must within ten days after 
notice of the rendering of Judgment or 
decree, serve upon the adverse “party 
and file with the clerk of the court a 
notice of his intention, designating the 
grounds upon which the motion will be 
made, and specifying the particulars in 
which the conclusipns of law are not 
consistent with the findings of fact, or 
in which the judgment or decree is not 
consistent with the special verdict: the 
said party must, within sixty days after 
giying such notice of intention, make 
the motion to the court after giving due 
notice of the time of making such mo- 
tion to the adverse party; but the hear- 
ing or consideration of such motionmay 
be*further continued by the court.”

Prescribing the manner of location 
of mining claims, etc. Authorizing the 
grant of unoccupied or. vacant un- 
claimed lands within the limits: of a 
mining town site to the discovery of? ° 
gold thereon in_paying qualities (the 
judgment of the discoverer thereon to 
be conclusive.) provided he has located 
and held the same bona fide for mining 
purposes. - Such mining possession con- 
kstitutes him a preferred purchaser, ace —— 
cording to the metes and bounds of 
his location thereof.

The ceusus lists are still growing 
and have reached a figure close to 101,- 
000. There are still several thousand 
names on the special lists to be gone 
over.

MAUD PIERCE’S TRIAL. 


ALLEGED ACCOMPLICE OF “KID” 
BROWN AND WILL WARNER, 


The Story of the Murder of James 
Bellew Again Gone Over in 
Judge Smith’s Court — Warner 
Refases to Testify. 


Maud Pierce was on trial yesterday 
for the murder of James Bellew on 
the night of January 23 of this year. 
Her trial was commenced yesterday 
forenoon before Superior Judge B. N. 
Smith in Department One, Defore 
whom “Kid” Brown was last week 
convicted of the murder of James 
Bellew, sentenced to life imprisonment 
in the State penitentiary. Brown 
lived with the Pierce woman, who was 
his mistress, at a dive on Alameda 
Street, called the “Blue Front,” or 
“Buzzard's Roost.” 

The old story of the murder was 
gone over yesterday, the only new 
feature being the refusal of Warner 
to testify against the woman. Warner 
signed a written confession before his 
examination, in which he stated that 
“Morphine Maud,” as the Pierce 
woman is called, induced him and 
Brown to follow the murdered man for 
the purpose of robbing him. 

Mat Howerton was the first witness 
called to the stand yesterday. He told 
the same story that he did on the 
Brown trial, which was substantially. 
as follows: 

On the night of January 23, he and 
the murdered man, who was his 
nephew, started out for’a good time, 
with the intention of visiting saloons 
and places of bad character. Not long 
after 12 o'clock they started to go 
home. They were by that time in & 
very much intoxicated condition. 

On their way home they passed the 
doorway of the “Buzzard’s Roast.” 
whose inmates are mostly colored 
women. Maud Pierce was standing in 
the doorway, and asked them to come 
in and come upstairs. Howerton ac- 
ceded to her request, and went in, 
leaving his nephew downstairs on the 
sidewalk. While Howerton was in 
Maud’s room, Brown entered and told 
that his companion was sick 


At Howerton’s request Maud went 
down and brought Bellew up stairs. 
They staved in the “roost” but a short 
time, and then started homeward for 
a second, time. On Second street - 
tween Vine and Alameda, Brown and 
Warner overtook them and attacked 
them for the purpose of robbing How- 
erton of $40 which he had allowed the 
colored crowd to discover in his pos- 
session. 

One of the negroes struck young Bel- 
lew on the head with a cane made from 
a billlard cue, with such force that 
it broke the stick in two, cracking 
Bellew’s skull He died at 9 o’clock the 
following evening. having remained un- 
conscious until death. The connection 
Maud Pierce had with the crime was 
that she told. Brown and Warner to 
go after the two intoxicated men and 
get their money, and jrent and got for 
Brown his murderous club before he 
started after Howerton and Bellew. 

Ella Lee, Ethel Miller and Eva Casey, 
colored inmates of the “Buzzard’s 
Roost,” were called to the stand yes- 
terdavy and gave the same testimony 
that they gave in the Brown trial.*in 
which thev were witnesses. They 
heard the Pierce woman tell Brown to 
“eo after them.” Will Warner was 
called; but refused to testify. His trial 
will be taken up as soon as Maud 
Pierce’s is finished. 

Special Officer Woodward told how 
he found Bellew and sent him in to the 
Receiving Hospital. Dr. Ralph Hagan 
testified as to the infuries the de- 
ceased had sustained. Robert Jones, a 
tamale man, gave the same testimony 
in regard to seeing Howerton and 
Bellew that he gave in the Brown 
trial. and Detective J. I Hawley told 
of Warner's confession of the murder. 
The trial will be resumed this morn- 
ing. 


“MITCHELL HOTEL CASE. 


Judge Van Dyke Decides That the 
Plaintifis Should Recover. 

Judge Van 
opinion yesterday in the suit of William 
MacNaughton and wife, and William 
D,. Watgon and wife against N. H. 
Mitchell and wife, which decided the 
case in favor of the plaintiffs. The 
suit was brought to rescind a transac- 
tion between the plaintiffs and the de- 
fendants. 

Watson and his wife owned a four- 
room stone cottage on lot 10 in block 4 
of the village of Monte Vista, and 
twenty-six acres in the west portion of 
the Tejunga ranch. This property was 
free from incumbrance. The Mac- 
Naughtons were the owners of . an 
eight-room house, located at No. 244 
Belmont avenue, on which there was a 
mortgage of $1800. 

The transaction .was an exchange of 
properties. The plaintiffs, MacNaugh- 
ton and Watson, exchanged their prop- 
erty with the defendants Mitchell for 
the furniture in the Hotel Mitchell at 
Pasadena. In connection with the sale 
and transfer of the hotel furniture the 
defendants leased the hotel to the 
plaintiffs for a term of years at $125 a 
month, 

The plaintiffs, in- their complaint, 
averred that the defendants made rep- 
resentations to them in reference to the 
business of the hotel, and that they 
relied upon these representations and 
entered into the exchange upon the 
strength of them. They further alleged 
that these representations were false, 
and known to be so by the defendants 
at the time, and also that, between the 
time of entering into an agreement of 
exchange and the taking posseSsion of 
the hotel, the defendants fraudulently 
and surreptitiously removed from the 
hotel some of the articles of furniture 
included in the sale. 

Judge Van Dyke said in his opinion: 
“It is apparent from the testimony and 
the circumstances surrounding the 
transaction that the principal consid- 
eration which induced the plaintiffs to 
enter into the arrangement was the ex- 
pectation and belief that the hotel ‘was 
profitable, or at least afforded.a pay- 
ing business. The testimony in refer- 
ence to what representations were 
made by the defendants to the plaint- 
iffs is conflicting. But there are four 


witnesses in favor of the plaintiffs, as 
‘against two for the defendants. 


Be- 
sides, the probabilities are greatly in 
favor of the testimony of the plaintiffs. 

“If the statement of the amount of 
business had been as claimed by the 
defendants, after deducting the run- 
ning expenses, including the rent to be 
paid, no profit whatever would remain, 
but on the contrary, an annual loss. On 


7 the other hand, if. the business of the 


hotel amounted to what was stated by 
the defendants, as claimed by the testi- 
mony on behalf of the plaintiffs, quite 
a margin over expenses and rent would 
be realized. |

SUIT FILED BY THE PERRIS IRRI- 
GATION DISTRICT. 


— 


Effort to Have Bonds Issued Under 
the Wright Irrigation Act De- 
clared Nall and Void—An Impor- 
tant Cross t 


An important suit for the cancella- 
tion of the bonds of an irrigation dis- 
trict was filed yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court by Works & Lee, 
solicitors: for the Perris Irrigation Dis- 
trict. The suit is brought to test the 
validity of bonds issued under the pro- 
visions of the Wright Act, and its de- 
cision will probably affect the fate of 
& great deal of litigation about’ the 
validity of irrigation bonds. 

The Perris Irrigation Distrct was or- 
ganzed under the provisions of the 
Wright Act, and entered into a con- 
tract with the old Bear Valley Irriga- 
tion Company, by which it agreed to 
purchase 
rights certificates, giving as a consid- 
eration $240,000 in bonds, the first is- 
sued by the Perris Irrigation District. 
Subsequently, this agreement was mod- 
ified, and part of both certificates and 
bonds were surrendered, leaving 12,500 
of the water rights certificates in the 
hands of the Perris Irrigation District, 
in return for $187,500 in bonds. 

When the Bear Valley Irrigation 
Company went into the hands of a 
receiver, the property was foreclosed 
and sold. The Savings and Trust Com- 
pany of Cleveland, O., was the holder 
by purchase of the bonds in question, 
and began suit in the United States 
Circuit Court some months ago to fore- 
close on the securities of the Bear 
Valley Irrigation Company, asking for 
the sale of these bonds. The Perris 
Irrigation District was made a defend- 
ant in that suit, and its solicitors, 
Wells, Works & Lee, prepared a notice 
of the rescission of the original con- 
tract and cancellation of bonds. 

Upon this notice of rescission the 
present suit is based. It is a cross- 
complaint in the action begun y the | 
Savings and Trust Company against 
the Bear Valley Irrigation Company, 
the New Bear Valley Irrigation Com- 
pany, and E. H. Spoor, receiver, and 
asks that the original contract be can- 
celled and set aside, and that the whole 
ae issue of bonds be declared 
void. 

The grounds upon which -the prayer 
is based are that the contract was 
made and given through mistake: that 
it was obtained through fraud prac- 
ticed by the Bear Valley Irrigation 
Company upon the Perris Prrigation 
District: that the consideration, in all 
material respects, has wholly failed, 
and becomes void in consequence: that 
the water rights certificates delivered 
as a consideration for the bonds con- 
ferred no title, legal or otherwise, to 
lands. water or water rights. and that 
the Perris Irrigation District has re- 
celved nothing valuable for its bonds: 
that the Bear Valley Irrigation Com- 
pany did not own the water richts at 
the time of the contract. and was not 
in a position to convey them: that it 
was not a sale, and delivery of any 
water riehts or property contemplated 
or provided for in ‘the acts of Legisla- 
ture under which the Perris Trrication 
TDistriet was and exists: 
that the water rights certificates pro- 
vided that the water called for should 
not hecome appurtenant to the land on 
which it was used, nor confer any 
title to the water or rights, eo that. as 
a consideration, they were entirely 
vold, and. finally, that the Perris Trri- 
gation District was not authorized by 
law to make the contract, which it was 
utterly beyond its power to carry out.

SHE WANTED REST. 


= STORIE MAKES AN ATTEMPT 
TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 


She Swallows an Quantity of Chioro. 
form and the Recelving Hospital 
Physicians Have a Hard Time 
Saving Her from Death. 


Mrs. T. Storie made a determined 
attempt to commit suicide at the home 
of her mother, Mrs. Furdon, at No. 100 
First street, yesterday afterfoon. She 
was taken to‘the Receiving Hospital, 
where Police Surgeon Hagan and his 
assistants managed to save her life 
after several hours’ hard work. 

Mrs. Storie is the wife of T. Storie, 
the well-known electrician of the Bur- 
bank Theater. Her attempt at self-de- 
struction Was the result of domestic 
difficulties growing out of petty jeal- 
ousies, caused by neighborhood gossip. 

The Stories have been married about 
a year and lived at No. 545 Los Angeles 
street. The young wife has always 
been of a credulous nature and, it is 
said, her suspitions of her husband's 
unfaithifulness have lately been fahned 
into a fite of jealousy which amounted 
aimost to insanity. In her husband's 
presence she was calm enough and 
maintdined her usual good spirits, but 
during his short absences from home 
the wagging tongues of the gossipers, to 
which she seems to have lent a ready 
ear, completely detroyed her peace of 
mind and made her home a hell, 
Yesterday afternoon she took her hus- 


terly. He left the house and. she im- 
mediately set out for her mother's home 
on First street. Arriving there she 
threw herself upon a couch and burst 
into tears. The mother sought to 
soothe her, but was bidden to go away. 
“I am tired,” sobbed the wretched 
woman, “and I want to rest.” Mrs. 
Furdon left her for a time, ‘but, re- 
turning shortly afterward, found her 
daughter in a condition bordering on 
collapse. The alarm was at once given 
and the authorities summoned.
